Geb., April 20.—[Special.]—De- 
spite the mobs which have tried all day to aid 
him, Gen. Kelly and his army at midnight aré 
gieeping in the open fields at Weston when 
they might have been on their way to Chi- 
cago, provided, of course, that the Rock Isl- 
and officiale had not ditched a train which 
sympathizers of the General captured in 
Omaha at 9 o'clock and ran to Weston for him 
touse. After advising with his men he de. 
cided that he would make no attempt to pro- 

‘ceed East unless he had the acquiescence 
of the railroad authorities. The train, 
loaded with the men who are suffering 
from their exposure to the inclement elements. 
was sent back to Council Bluffs, where it 
arrived shortly before midnight. Tomorrow 
morning at 7:30 the men will assemble, and 
if Kelly's word is to be believed will march 
back to Council Bluffs. What action will be 
taken then depends upon the reply which is 
received to the following appeal sent by him 
to the Omaha Bee: 

Désiring to move eastward as fast as possible, 
and desiring also to abide by the laws of the 
land, I am forced to ask, on behalf of the indus- 
trial army. for aid in obtaining horses and 
wagons sufficient to help us across the country, 
all other means of locomotion having been ce- 
nied us, save those of nature. I will make this 
my appeal to the citizens of Iowa and Nebraska. 
Will you assist us in obtaining this aid? 

Gen. CHARLES T. KELLY. 
Militia is Again Called Ont. 

The departure of the train for the Kelly 
camp was not the signa! for quiet here, but 
wll morning crowds gathered about the 
streets and moved by hundreds and thousands 
in the direction of Council Bluffs _§raiil- 

yards. They were demonstrative 

t not destructive, and it was § not 
till the arrival of the hospital train that there 
was any degree of quiet restored. Then the 
people dispersed to their homes determined to 
see that the outcome of tomorrow’s battle lies 
with Gen. Kelly. Gov. Jackson has called out 
the State militia again, and it is rumored 
Gov. Crounse has called the Nebraska troops 
to this city. 

The railroads running into Omaha have de- 
manded protection of their property from 

further se:zure. They have called on Gov. 
Crounse, Mayor Bemis, and Sheriff Drexel 
for protection. The Omaha Guuards and the 
Thurston Rifles were ordered to sleep on their 
Q@rme all nightin the varracks. The United 
States Marshal was telegraphed for by the 
Burlington road and came in-on ew epeeret cer 
this eve | ; 
- Barly in day the battle between the 
thousands of sympathizers of the industria! 
leader and the railroads began. Long before 
noon ail the yards in Council Bluffs were des- 
titute of engines and freight carg. The Rock 
Island and Milwaukee threw their time tubles 
to the winds, the former running its trains 
into Omaha by way of Piattsmouth, while the 
Milwaukee did not turn a wheel in Council 
Bluffs. At Neola, where * the Rock 
Island and Milwaukee connect, 100 feet 
of track was torn up and red 
lanterns hung out as night came on. Early 
in the evening a detachment of the mob, in 
which there were several women, captured a 
Union Pacific switch engine in Council Biuffs. 

The engineer was given two minutes to get 
out of his cab, but he ouly needed cone. There 
were several pract.cal railroad men in the 
crowd and inside of half an hour they had 
run that engine all over the yards and picked 
up nine box cars and one caboose. Some- 
body found a white flag and a red flag and 
placed them one on each side of the sinoke- 
stack before the start for Weston was made. 


; Refuse to Use the Train. 
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‘The news that a train was coming aroused 
the men to intense excitement, but any pre- 
mature demonstration was stopped ¥y Kelly. 
It was seen that he did not approve of this 
method of securing transportation and when 
the “special”’ steamed into Weston after its 
tun of fourteen miles from Council 
Bluffs, which was made in the same 
number of minutes, it was received in 
silence, The General called his leaders about 
him and explained that the law must not be 
Violated and that the commonwealers could 
hot afford to be regarded asa riotous mob. 
He said if the impression became general 
through the country that they failed to regard 
the property rights of others it would arouse 
Continuous and perhaps urmed opposition te 

progress. 

It was finally decided in this open meeting 
that thearmy would not use the train to 
Move forward. There were several expres- 
Sions of digsent at this, but the General 
showed his conimand over the men by refus- 
ing to even permit them to sleep in the cars. 

e Kelly was taking this firm stand the 
men who captured the train wanted to see it 
Utilized.

When the “sick train” arrived at Council 
Bluffs it was greeted by a throng of 5.000 
people, who howled their disapproval of the 
action of the authorities. Haif of this mob 
was com posed of laborers from Omaha, who, 
after parading the streets for a couple of hours 
started across the big bridge to march to 
Weston; When they learned that Keily. had 
given up the train they stopped at ‘Council 
Bluffs, and on the advice of one of their lead- 
ers commenced to seour the rail- 
road yards for cars, which they 
said they. would make into a train 
and send out to Weston tomorrow morning. 
They had little success, however, as the roads 
had secreted all the roliing-stock they could. 
They found two switch engines, but as they 
were chained to the‘ track they left them. 
Finally they secured an old engine from 
which the fires were drawn and after a half an 
hour’s hard hustling for fuel got steam up. 
Then they rode around for an hour or two, 
but only sueceeded in getting two cars. Fin- 
ally they gave up the job as a bad one and 
started back to Omaha.

CAPTURE GF THE BOX CAR TRAIN, 


How the Mob Started to Take Kelly 
Across the State. | 

Councy, Buurrs, Ia., April 20.—[Special.] 
—When word came that railway officials 
would remain firm and not furnish a 
train the crowd separated, part 
going tothe Union Pacific transfers in this 
city and partto Omaha. Arriving at the trans- 
fers the men captured an engine on the Mil- 
waukee mail train. It was cut loose, how- 
6ver, before any of the men could board it 
and ran into the round house. It was then 
thought best not to molest the engine 
any further on account of  inter- 
fering. with the United States mails. 
A short time later a fast train on the Union 
Pacific came into the*yards and was quickly 
surrounded by the excited men. cut loose 
from the baggage car, and then an engi- 
neer and fireman in the crowd jumped 
aboard and started to South Omaha and 
Albright, Neb., to capture’ a Rock Island 
engine. While the crowd was waiting for the 
return of the men another Union. Pacific 
engine came into the yards. The men were 
angry, being outwitted by the railways, and 
with a rush took possession of this engine. 
Engineer Nick Wicks and his son, the fireman, 
were in charge of the locomotive. Anotherson 
of the engineer, George Wicks, jumped on 


the engine and drove his father and brother 


off. With theassistance of other mén he then 
pulled the throttle and started the engine up 
the track, took water, and prepared to make 
up a train. About an hour afterwards he 
had hitched onto eleven {freight cars, run the 
gantiet through the yards, and ran the train 
out over the Rock Isiand track to the camp. 


WORKMEN'S DEMANDS ON RAILROADS 


Thousands March to Council Bieffs to Add 
- Weight to Demiund«=—Letters Sent. 
Omana, Neb., April 20.—[Special.}—Three 

thousand laboring men began the march with 

banners flying bound for the camp of Gen. 

Kelly at Weston, Ia.,fourteen miles east of 

Council Biuffs. At 9 o’clock this morning the 

signal agreed upon at last night’s meeting of 

the Central Labor Union—the ringing of 
church belis and the blowing of whistles—was 
given announcing that Kelly's army was still 
at Weston unable to secure a train for the 
East. Inside of five minutes 1,000 men had 
gathered at Jefferson Square and weve quickly 
organized into companies, with a Captuin for 
every ten men. The march was then taken 
up through Sixteenth street to Farnam, 
where the column proceeded to the City Hall 
and countermurched. At everystreet recruits 
were received, and when the column reached 
the Paxton Hotel there were 2,000 men in 
line. Each company was provided with an 

American flag, and as fast as recruits joined 

they were formed into companies and pro- 

vided with banners. At Eleventh and Farnam 
streets the main column was met oy a detach- 
ment of 300 men. 

They joined forces and proceeded to the 
Douglas Street Toll Bridge across the Mis- 
sour: River. Here they were met by the super- 
intendent of the bridge, who said the com- 
pany was glad to give them free trans- 
portation across the river. This was a grace- 
ful act, for the men were prepared to cross 
with or without permission. It had been ex- 
pected that the Union Pacific shop nfén would 
join the column at this point, but that part of 
the program was not carried out, for the com- 
pany warned the men when they came to 
work that those working would be expected to 
remain on duty all day. The master mechan- 
ic also prevented the blowing of the shop 
whistle. There were a number of Union Pa- 
cific men ia the line of marchers, however, 
but they were nen whio had not gone to work 
this morning. All the men seemed to be in 
excellent spirits and determined that the 
march should mean business. 

Leading Men Appeal to Rallroads. 

The column had been preceded to Council 
Bluffs by a committee of prominent citizens 
appointed at last night’s meeting of the Uen- 
tral Labor Union, including the Rev. Dr. Jo- 
seph T. Durica, pastor of the First Congrega- 
tional Church, the Rev. De, Hamerson of the 
First Presbyterian Church, and the Rev. 
Frank Crane of the First Methodist Church. 
The committee was to callon Gov. Jackson 
and the managers of the railroads and urge 
that the commonwealers be at once started on 
their way East. 

While the column was marching towards 
the Missouri Gen. Kelly was in Omaha seated 
in the private car of President St. John of the 
Rock Isiand road holding an animated con- 
ference. Mr. St. John said in response toa 
request for a train that he’ was not 
in a position to grant it even 
should he desire to do 80, as the 
matter was now wholly in the hands of the 
Presidents of the Iowa trunk lines, and no 
one road could grant a request for a train un- 
leas the Presidents of all the other lines 
agreed. Gen. Kelly then left the ‘car and 
called on other friends for advice. One prom- 
inent man suggested that the army levy on 
the farmers for horses and wagons, that the 
army be split up into squads of 100 men 
each, and that they spread out over a stretch 
of territory twenty-five miles wide 
and march on foot across the 
State. it was suggested that such 
a plan would soon bring the people of the 
State to time, for the army would factically 
devastate the country through which it passed 


and the railroads would then be forced to take |

While the 
committee was in the office of John Y. Stone 
the men lincd up along the sides of the 
square, warming their toes by stamping on 
the pavement and cheering impromptu speak- 
ers. | 
No Reom for Two Arguments. | 

In Mr. Stone’s office Dr. Duryea addressed 
the committee explainimg that he had had a 
conference with Gen. Keliy and Gov. Jack- 
son. He said that he was convinced that the 
Governor was in sympathy with the men and 
anxious to do what was right and for the best 
interests of the army. He had made an 
earnest effort to provide for transportation. 
He had conferred with all the railroads, but 
so far had failed, He had even been willing 
to put his individual hands into the State 
Treasury and pay their fares. Now, Dr. 
Duryea said, two alternatives present them- 
selves: To bring back the men to the 
Chautauqua grounds and their house and feed 
them until transportation could be provided 
by way of Kansas City, or to take advantage 
of an offer made by the Rock Island to carry 
the men as regular passengers. 3 

Mr. Tichnor, who acted as spokesman, was 
positive that Kelly’s army would not go to 
Kansas City, and that they would go to Chicago 
today. 

Col. D. B. Dailey took the floor and wanted 
to pacify matters, but the committee was 
warm andinformed him that there was no 
use of multiplying words, for they were deter- 
mined to see that the army went out of 
Council Bluffs. They demanded to see some 
representatives of the railroads, but were in- 
formed that none were in town. | 

After some talk it was explained that the 
plan was to bring themmen back to Council 
Bluffs and take them to Kansas City by boat. 
Nedrey and others of the committee were of 
the opinion that this wasa scheme on the 
part of the railroads and refused to listen to 
it. Mayor Cleaver was then called in and 
protested that it was no scheme. The state- 
was reiterated that the men were not 
going to Kansas City, but to Chicago, and 
Dr. Rodolph said that the committee was not 
in Council Bluffs to talk to the Governor, but 
to railroad officials. 

Attorney Harle made an attempt to say 
something when a little pandemonium broke 
loose, in the midst of which a troop of twenty 
or more women, headed by Mrs. T. Hérman, 
marched into the office. A proposition was 
made to march to the depot and sé¢ize a train 
when “Dr. Duryea cried out; 
brethren; don’t forget that we are under one 
flag and that Council Bluffs and Omaha, Ne- 
braska and lowa are all ong on this matter,”’ 
The committee left the office in a huff to look 


at the telegrams said to‘have been sent to the 


railroad officials. 

Chief Scanian, who met the army at the 
bridge, had all the saloons closed, and the 
company officers suppressed the numerous 
vocal demonstfations which were made. 

Gen. Kelly Escapes the Crowd. 

Gen. Keily came over to Council Bluffs with 
the intention of catching a train for Weston, 
being desirous of getting out of the city: be- 
fore the outpouring from Omaha, as he said 
he ‘vas in nowise responsible for the demon- 
stration and did not want to be even a_ party 
to it. While waiting for a saddie-horse. his 
presence was learned by Gov. Jackson, who 
sent for him for the purpose of imparting 
some information which he thought would be 
of interest. Kelly hurried ovér to the Gov- 
ernor’s headquarters, where were gathered 
several citizens, besides the Attorney-General. 

The interview was a. prolonged one, or 
rather it was mostly a monologue, for Gov. 
Jackson took oreasion to review at length 
and in detail all the actions he had taken, 
the purport being: that -be.-had taken every 
means possible to get the ariny on its Way 
and that the State authorities had net laid a 
straw of detention in its way. His corte- 
spondence with railway officials had resulted 
in nothing, so far as the Northwestern, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul, and the Burlington 
were concerned, they refusing to do anything. 
The Rock Island at first suggested that they 
might take half the army to Davenport if the 
St. Paul would take the other half to the 
river, the railways to be paida fair rate, as 
might seem just to the Governor. The Gov- 
ernor had agreed to recompense the roads, 
although there was no authority for him to 
put his hand into the State Treasury for that 
purpose. 

This proposition to take the men across the 
State had been recalied later, and now the 
railways would do nothing but transport them 
as other passengers at full rates. He notified 
Kelly that the citizens of Council Bluffs had 
arranged to furnish boats to take the arimy to 
Kansas City and to provide them with shelter 
here and ample provisions while the prepara- 
tions for this trip were bemg made. Kelly 
replied that he preferred to go East, but he 


would take the proposition to his camp, let 


the boys decide, and he would wire back his 
answer. . 

The outpouring from Omaha began to make 
its lungs heard as the streets choked up with 
the crowd, and Kelly fairly pulled away from 
the Governor, excusing himself for his haste 
by the extreme desire not to be recognized 
and delayed by thé crowd. He expressed hiim- 
self tothe Governor ae not blaming him for 
the detention caused by the railways, but said 
he and his men came here as citizens of the 
United States, peaceably and orderly, and 
they simply asked to be treated with decent 
hospitality. In bidding the Governor good- 
by he shook him by the hand and said: 

** [may never meet you again, yet I hope 
thatif I should thus favored the next 
time we enter the State of Iowa it will not be 
as mendicants, but that we will be welcomed 
as worthy citizens, anxious to ‘further all its 
best interests.’’ His voice trembled, and his 
courteous bow at retirement made such an 
impression that for several moments there 
was silence. Then the conference over the 
problem continued, until it was broken up 
by the noisy entrance of the committee from 
Omaha with acrowd behind them. In the 
meantime Kelly hurried out of a retired stair- 
way, stepped upan alley. and by a short cut 
reached his horse standing in front of the Hee 
office, and, mounting, was off for Weston. As 
he rode away one enthusiast grabbed his 
leg and strove to detain him, urging him to 
talk to the crowd, but he pushed him asiile 
and galloped away. . 

Appeal to the Railroad Men. 

While the committees were at work in Coun- 
cil Bluffs other committees were besieging 
the telegraph office with messages to the Presi- 
dents of the lowa trunk lines, At 11 o'clock 
the following was sent: 

Counct. BuLurrs, ia.. April 20.—To Mar- 
vin Hughitt, President Chicago and North- 
western railway; R. R. Cable, President 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific: Ros- 
well Miller, President Chicago, Milwan- 
keé and St. Paul railway, Chicago: Kelly's 
army is at Weston exposed to the elements with 
provisions for two days: are suffering badly, but 
patient and united in their determination to |go 
through. Have thus far committed no trespass 
whatever ; are orderly, obedient to all commands 
of their leader, and are being furnished with 
provisions and transportation for the same by the 
charity of the people of lowa. We have thrown 
the responsibility upon our State authorities for 
the great gravity of the situation. Can you not, 
gentiemen, for the great corporations you repre- 
sent, assume to do in the icterests of humanity 
what you would not be justified in doing except 
in this great emergeney? |

While the committee which had devised the 
second message was still in the office another 
committee was clamoring for the attention of 
Manager Nicols of the Western vee eom- 
pany to send another message to the maflagers 
of the roads. The only delay that was occa- 
sioned in sending it was the discussion as to 
whether it:should be put in the form of a re- 
quest ora demand. The copy had been pre- 
pared to read “demand,” but cooler heads 
objected to this, claiming a demand was revo- 
lutionary and unlawful, and as they wanted to 
leave the railway Presidents no ground to 
stand upon to maintain their refusal to give 
transportation they desired to do nothing that 
could be critisised. Soa respectful request 
was made; 

Union Pacific Shopmen Advance. 

At 2 o’clock word was received that a de- 
tachment of Union Pacific shopmen were on 
the way across the bridge and a Council 
Bluffs escort went down tofmeet them. They 
found over 1,000 men in line with flags 
waving and blue ribboris, the badge of the 
army, in nearly evéry buttonhole. They 
marched to Bayliss Park. The streets of 
Council Bluffs by‘this time were black witha 
yelling. cheering crdwd. Travel in every 
direction was/suspended. Flags were flutter- 
ing from wumberless windows and on every 
corner cpowds were grouped to listen to the 
labor orations. 

The advance guard of the shopmen was 
arnyed with loaves of bread borne on the end 
of flagstaffs and the line appeared to be 
They joined the ranks of the men 
already arrived and awaited the result of the 
conference then in progress. 

It was 3 o’clock before replies were received 
from the messages to the railway Presidents, 
denying the request, and then the conference 
between the citizens’ committee and the rail- 
road officials ended. The information that no 
train would be furnished was conveyed to the 
waiting thousands who had congregated about 
the court-house to await the coming of Chair- 
man Tichenor. Reaching the grounds, he el- 
bowed his way through the crowd and as- 
cended the court-house steps. When he an- 
nounced the resuit of the conference it was 
greeted by a roar of howls, jeers, and hisses. 

After making a short addresss he said the 
committee had decided to wait until 4 
o'clock, at which hour if no train was fur- 
nished ohe would be taken and run out to 
Keliy’s camp, where his men would be loaded 
on and started on their eastward journey. He 
spoke in strong term# against violence and 
cautioned the men against any destruction of 
property. As soon as the meeting in the 
court-house square adjourned, led by a band 
and thousands of flags, the men formed in 
line and marched to Bayliss Park. 

Women See Corporation Attorneys, 

While the committee of Oniaha men was 
interviewing the Governof in Attorney-Gen- 
eral Stone’s office a somewhat similar and yet 
decidedly. different scene was being enacted 
in the law office of Wright & Baldwin. About 
twenty-five women in response to a call is- 
sued during the early morning had 
collected at Dohaney’s Opera-House 
and: under the leadership of Mrs. 


Fred Hermann went to see Mr: Baldwin... 


One group of women tackled Bald win and an- 
other Wright. Mr. Baldwin explained that it 
was impossible for him to act contrary to the 
desires of the railway officials, to whose orders 
he was subject. He referred them to the 
Governor. The women succeeded in adding 
to the general tumult, but obtained little 
satisfaction from the Governor. Mrs, Her- 
mann said she had just completed an organi- 
zation of 300 ladies of Council Bluffs and 
that if other means to aid Kelly in his on- 
ward march failed she and her followers 
would take possession of a train, seeing that 
it reached Chicago. In an interview she said 
that while the railroad officials might offer 
resistance, they would not dare commit any 
act that would render them Liable. 

Judge Hubbard Is Donounced. ‘s 


Still another meeting of the citizens of 
Council Bluffs was held in the offices of Flick- 
inger Bros., and the following resolutions 
were adopted and a copy sent to Judge 
Hubbard:

and Northwestern railroad company to leave 
this city at once, and that a copy of these resolu- 
tions be sent to Marvin Hughitt, President of the 
Chicago and Northwestern tailroad, and to the 
Associated Press. Be it further , 

Resolved, That we have faith and confidence in 
the humanity and charity of the managers of the 
different railroads leading out of Council Bluffs, 
and that they have been badly advised. 


WOULD WRECK A CAPTIVE TRAIN. 


Railroad Men Reiterate Their Statement 
That They Will Not Carry Kelly, 

Weston, .Ia., April 20.—[Special.]—The 
railroad officials who spent last night here in 
their special car are most bitter in their de- 
termination to combat every measure taken 
to send Kelly’s army over their roads. Judge 
Hubbard made the statement that the road he 
represents would not hesitate to wreck any 
train taken by force by the army. It would 
make no difference what would be the result 
in loss of human life, the road had a principle 
at stake. ** If they capture one of our trains,”’ 
he said, ** we will first send out two or three 
engines from the west end to couple 
on the way-car and pull it 
back, engine and all, If that 
fails there will be but one course. We will 
steam up a wild engine, open the throttle, and 
send it down to meet the captured train and 
let the wreck solve the problem as to 
whether we are obliged to carry these men 
without remuueration.””’ Judge Hubbard said 
this in all earnestness, and sv far as could be 
judged he meant every word of it. 

Supt. Goodnow of the Milwaukee asserted 
that all newspaper accounts of the Kelly army 
have been false from beginning to end, and 
have been written for the purpose of currying 
favor With tne people by antagonizing the 
railroads. “‘ The railroads have a duty to 
perform in this case,” he said, “‘ and that is 
to educate the people.

The Points at Issue. 

William St and Bessie McLeod Sturges 
dre the complainants and John V. Farwell, 
Abner Taylor, and The Capitol Freehold Land 
and Investment company (limited) of Lon- 
don are the defendants. The suit is brought 
to recover $2,000,000 claimed by Sturges as 
compensation for five and one-half years’ 
services, dating from 1884, in organizing the 
Capitol Freehold Land and Investinent coim- 
pany and floating thedebentures. The purpose 
of this compeny was to raise upon the 
Texas lands given the Farwells and their asso- 
ciates for building the State Capitol a suffi- 
cient amount of money to erect the structure 
and stock the lands. The lands received 
amounted to 3,000,000 acres 
100,000 head of cattie. The Farwells were 
the chief stockholders in the Capital Freehold 
Land and Investment company. Asa result 
of his labors Stu claims he raised for the 
defendants about $5,000,000, and in so do- 
ing saved over $4,000,000 in stock 
of the company which he was duthorized to 
use in floati the enterprise. The defend- 
ants denied that any agreement had been 
made with ye & and claimed that he had 
been paid in full for his services, The action 
has been pending for several years, and. the 
bills, cross- bills, briefs. and depositions filed 
already make a record of, volu- 
minous length.

tion is the voluminous correspondence, That 
between J. V. Farwell and William Sturges 
was especially bulky. The greater part of 
the correspondence between these two men 
has been printed in a volume of 627 pages, 
which contains the pleadings in all pre- 
vious suits, agreements for arbitration, 
a few depositions, etc. Only three or 
fovr of these volumes are extant. 
Sturges attaches great weight to this corre- 
spondence as showing the closeness of the re- 
lations between him and the Farwells. They 
have been introduced in evidence and will be 
filed as an exhibit attached to the briefs to be 
submitted May 15. These voluines have been 
in constant use day and night since the hear- 
ing began, and it has been almost an impos- 
sibility for any one but the counsel to geta 
look at one for ten consecutive minutes. 
When court adjourned last evening, however, 
Tue Tripune secured the use of a copy and 
herewith is given a sufficient number of let- 
ters to give an idea of the relations existing 
between plaintiff and defendants. They are 
arranged chronologically so far asthe time 
would allow, although not always so arranged 
in the printed volume. ‘The letters in general 
tell their own story and are as follows:

Friday, April 6.—Sturges was called to the 
stand. He was sick and feeble aud was not

P. Travers, at one time a partner of Mr. Sturges 
and closely connected with him in the Marquette 
land deais, which formed a separate feature of 
thie litigation, was called.

The Farwells own the other half. 
It was agreed to place.the property in escrow.

Saturday, April 7.—The attorneys argued over 
the admission of documentary evidence. A state- 
ment was read to show the value Farwell placed 
on Sturges’ services. It wasa proposition to re- 
lease Sturges from all obligations. amounting to 
$100,000 and promis! to deliver in adg¢lition 
bonds of the ebic Development company 
to the amount of $150,000. A deposition 
from W. Potter of ston was to, the 
effect that Farwell had said that he and Sturges 
were promoting the interests of the Capitol com- 
pany together, and that the enterpriseyhad been 
pushed by them hand: in hand. r, Potter had 
agreed to subscribe to $1,000.000 worth of stock 
through the solicitation of Sturges. It was 
shown that the Cummings-Potter arbitration was 
broken off because of the death of Judge Drum- 
mond, who was to act as umpire in the event of a 
disagreement. 

Sunday April 8.—It was announced by Dr. H. 
H. Frothingham, his physician, that Mr. Sturges 
had lost his memory and would probably never 
again be able to take part in the case. The lon 
struggle had proved too much forhim. He ha 
lived three score years and tem, and from all ap- 
pearances was a wreck mentally. He was at- 
tended by his wife at the Hyde Park Hotel. Mr. 
Sturges has not appeared in the court-room 
since, his place being occupied by Mrs. Sturges. 


Thought Sturges Should Have Half. 


Monday, April 9.—Attorneys for Sturges in- 
formed the court that their client, instead of im- 
proving, hail become rapidly worse. He might 
not live to see the settlement of the case. but it 
would be pushed in the interest of Mrs. Sturges. 
A deposition of John H. Maugham of New York 
was read. He made an agreement with the For- 
wells to sell the Texas land for $2 an acre, and 
was to receive 50 cents commission. Maugham be- 
lieved Sturges reasonably entitled to one-half 
the profits of the company as promoter. Fred- 
briok Twineh of New York made affidavit that 
when he offered Farwell to raise the company 
money J. VY. Farwell said the matter was exciu- 
sively in the hands of William Sturges. He 
thought Sturges was entitled to $900,000 cash 
and $1,000,000 in stock at par val Contracts 
were read to show that the Farwells considered 
their Texas lands a valuable investment. Copies 
of Mr. Farwell’s private papers pertaining to the 
case were read, Attorney McCarthy refusing to 
tell how they were secured. The letter declared 
that the Texas lands were worth $2, and in ten 
years would be worth $10 an acre, 

Tuesday. April 10, the defense objected to the 
admission of copies of contracts between princi- 
pals on the ground that they had been obtained 
in a surreptitious manner. Judge Tuley sus- 
tained the objection, but reserved the right to 
call for them later. A letter was introduced 
dated April 22, 1886. It had been written by 
John V. Farwell to Mr. Sturges,- acknowledging 
that the success of the London &cheme was due 
to the promoter’s efforts. Attorhey McCarthy 
read several letters that passed between Sturges 
and Farwell showing the growing anxiety on the 
part of J. V. Farwell to get the matter settled.

that he had gone to England in 1888 to raise 
money and had failed.

Finlayson’s 
loan had as security £6,000 in Sonora stock, 
which Glasgow solicitor considers” 
worthless. Edward M. Denny is an intimate 
friend of John V. Farwell andis also a di- 
rector in the Capitol Freehold Land and In- 
vestment company. 


SOUTH CAROLINA SELLS NO LIQUOR. 


State Stock of Liquors Held for the Pres- 
ent and the Constabulary Discharged. 
Cotumsia, 8S. C., April 20.—[Special. j— 

Every dispensary in South Carolina will be 
closed tomorrow by order of the State Board 
of Control. A member of the board stated 
tonight that such action would be taken at 
a meeting tomorrow, and in anticipation of it 
all emvloyés of the dispensaries were paid 
their salaries in full today. He said that the 
State authorities intended to abide by the de- 
cision. The liquor on hand cannot 
be disposed of except by the authority 
of the Legislature, and it is quite likely that 
an extra session will be called atan early 
day. There bemg considerable doubt as to 
whether the decision of the Supreme Court 
really provided for prohibition it is probable - 
that the State will get up some sort of test 
case and get an explicit declaration from the 
court on this point. Incase it is definitely 
decided that prohibition isa law it is likely 
the Legisiature will provide for a small army 
of constables to see that the law is enforced. 
There is considerable difference of opinion as 
to the effect of the dispensary decision. -It is 
clear on the point that the Legislature has the 
right to enact license law or prohibit the 
granting of licenses. That part of the dis- 
pensary act forbidding the issuance of licenses 
is deciared to be still in force,. The conclu- 
sion follows that the license system is de- 
stroyed and no law is left on the statute books 
to limit or prevent the sale of liquor. In an 
intervigw this evening Lawyer C. S. Nettles, 
one of: the leading attorneys in 
the case decided against the law, and 
who obtained the decision from the Circuit 
Judge declaring the law wunconstituticnal 
nearly a year ago, thinks that the effect of the 
decision will be to close all the dispensaries 
at once, and believes it would be advisable 
for the Governor to ship his liquors back to 
the parties from whom they were purchased. 
He infers from the decision that any per- 
son can sell liquor without a_ license. 
It is understood that the State’s stock of liq- 
uor will be held for the present and that the 
constabulary have been discharged, Liquor 
dealers are uncertain as to what course they 
had better pursue, and will do nothing fora 
fewdays. Itis probable that an injunction 
will be taken outin the event of the refusal 
= Gov. Tillman to order the dispensaries 
closed.

THIRTY THOUSAND TO QUIT IN OHIO. 


Almost All the Coal Miners in the Buck- 
eye State Will Strike. 
Ciycmrnati, O., April 20.—[Special. ]—It is 
éstimated that fully 30.000 men in Ohio will 
obey the order of the United Mine Workers 
and goon strike at noon tomorrow. This 
number includes all the miners in the State 
the exception of afew hundred. Ata 
few small mines the owners have agreed to 
the demands of the men and thus averted a 
strike.

STRIKERS VIOLENT AT CLEVELAND. 


Police Called Out Several Times to Quell 
Riotous Demonstrations. 
CLEVELAND, O., April 20.—[Special.]|—One 
thousand strikers who have been employed as 
track-layers on the extension of the Cleveland 
City railway marched through the down-town 
streets of Cleveland this morning and drove 
street pavers and sewer bullders from their 
work. The idea was to keep men from work- 
ing for less than $1 a day. The mob gath- 
ered upon the public square and organized 
for active operations against a number of 
gangs of men who are employed in street im- 
rovement work at different parts of the eity. 
The first attack was made on a com- 
of eighty men working upoh 
asewer on St. Clair street. The invaders 
were armed with clubs. The men in the sewer 
dropped their tools and made a dash for a 
lace of safety, where they huddled together. 
e police dispersed the mob. The strikers 
then got after some pavers a few blocks to 
the north on Seneca street. The police again 
drove the ussailants away. The mob then 
moved to Petrie street, two miles away, and 
attempted to drive 4 gang of seventy-five men 
from the work of an embankment construc- 
tion. Another prompt call was. made for po- 
lice protection, and the men were again dis- 
persed. The action Onthe part of the mob 
was an outgrowth of the meeting on the 
square, where the men first congregated to 
listen to harangues in condemnation of 
their former eimployers and of the con- 
dition of the working classes generally. 
The speeches were bitter and were greeted by 
howls and yells of approval. The men had 
begun to disperse and were scattered about 
the square te a yell to *‘ come back ” was 
setup. Andina momenta foreigner speak- 
ing Polish addressed the reassembled crowd 
and incited the raid upon the St. Clair street 
improvement, which was taken up almost to 
a man. 


STRIKERS ATTACK NON-UNION MEN, 


Employes of Crane Bros. Assaulted De- 
spite Police Protection. 

The daily scenes of struggling between po- 
lice officers and strikers at Crane Bros.’ fac- 
tory at Desplaines and Randolph streets over 
possession of the non-union men who have 
taken the places of the strikers in the factory 
were repeated yesterday. Fifty officers un- 
der command of Inspector Lewis surrounded 
the factory. When the non-union men were 
brought out of the building in small squads 
by officers of the firm and hurried on the cars 
they were quickly followed by policemen to 
guard them and strikers to assult them.

DALTON BATTLE STORY CONFIRMED.

The officers surrounded 
the house, all of them armed with rifles, just 
before daylight. The Dalton bandits were 
inside. No shots were fired until] one of the 
desperadoes came out just about daylight to 
feed the horses. He was held up and told to 
take a look around the grounds and then re- 
turn to the house, tell the bandits to come out 
one at a time unarmed and surrender 
or  hoatilities would be commenced. 
After looking over the field and finding in 
shooting distance of the house twenty well- 
armed men the outlaw returned to his com- 
panions. .A half hour’s consuitation was held 
by the bandits. Then the officers in com- 
mand of the party ordered the men to begin 
firing. The caged bandits poured a rattling 
fire back through the windows and crevices 
of the house, At 10 o’clock Mrs. Miller, who 
had been wounded, crawled to where one of 
the Marshals was located behind a tree. She 
had received a flesh wound and begged that 
she might be permitted to ride to Ingalls for 

to attend herself, her baby, 
hired man, all being wound- 
She would not state how many 
outlaws were killed, but admitted 
that Bill Dalton and Bili Doolan had been 
seriously if not fatally wounded. After 
nightfall the bandits made a_ break 
and fled, pursued by the deputies. 
They went in the direction of 
the Creek Indian country. The messengers 
who brought this news did not learn whether 
or not Dalton and Doolan had been killed, 
but was told that three fatally wounded 
were left in Miller’s house after their coin- 
panions hada broken through the line of of- 
ficers. He states that two of the officers’ 
posse were killed and three wounded, An- 
other posse has started out on the chase.

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RAINS /AIDING CROPS. 


BLIGHTING GRIP OF THE DROUGHT IN 
THE WEST IS LOOSENED. 


In the Central and Western States Abun- 
dant Moisture Brightens the Outlook— 
California Alone Is Being Injured by 
Centinued Dry Weather= Hope for 
Good Harvests Generally Entertained 
Throughout Illincis; Ohic, Missouri, 
Kansas, and Nebraska. 


Rains throughout the Central and Western 
States have broken the drought which had 
become a serious menace to crops: Califor. 
nia alone is suffering from lack of moisture. 
There fields and vineyards are alike biighted 
by the continued dry weather. In the Cen- 
tral States, Illinois, Missouri, Ohio, Kansas, 
and Nebraska abundant rains have been fall- 
ing during the last ten days, and crop pros- 
pects are bright.. In truit sections, however, 
frosthas done much damage, and in places 
threatens more. Tue Trisuye prints dis- 
patches this norning covering the crop out- 
look in a wide territory. 


BACK OF KANSAS DROUGHT BROKEN. 


Heavy Rains Have Been Falling in All 
Parts of the State. 

Dispatches indicating an abundance of rain 
have been received from the following piaces 
in Kansas and Oklahoma: 

Topeka—The back of the drought in Kansas is 
broken. During the last ten days pomeres rains 
have prevailed and in a majority of the courtties 
the ground has received a thorough drenching. 
In ali of them the rainfall has been sufficient for 
present Dar ponee, In the eastern part of the State 
rain has fallen daily for a week. nt reports 
received at the office of the Secretary of the State 
Board of Agriculture are much more encourag- 
ing than they have been at any time since last 
December. 

Wiehita—The discouraging outlook of ten days 
ago has been matertanty changed by the rains, 
which have fallen over all Kansas. The cold and 
dry weather has made wheat and oats backward, 
but the recent rains are b i crops out 
well. Some wheat fields have n plowed up, 
but the good farmers who plowed their crop well 
have nothing to complain of. Corn planting is 
well advanced and the present indications prom- 
ise average crops of all kinds. ; 

Concordia—The drought that has_ prevailed 
through North Central Kansas has n most 
severe. The wheat crop, however, is not greatly 
injured. Only an occasional field which was 
pastured during the winter is damaged. The 
wheat acreage along the Solomon and Republic- 
an_ Rivers is unusually large, and from present 
indications the crop will be good. The late rains 
have extended westward nearly to the Colorado 
line. A large acreage of oats was sown and it is 
coming up nicely. 

Beloit—The drought was broken in this sec- 
tion of Kansas the 12th. by a continuous rain for 
over thirty-six hours: Another good rain visited 
this section the 17th, and the weather is now sea- 
sonable, being cool, which is what the wheat 
needs. Sedsonable weather from now till harvest . 
seo insure ar. immense crop, as the acreage is 

arge. 

Dodge City—The drought was broken last 

week, rain falling for about thirty-six hours. 
This rain extended west fifty miles, Winter 
wheat will now make halfacrop. Spring grain 
is looking exceedingly well since the rain. uite 
a number of winter wheat fields, where the 
drought had killed the wheat, have been put in 
spring grain, oats, and barley being the princi- 
pal cereal sown on them. 
_ Oklahoma City, Ok.—fPhere has been no drought 
in this section. Copious and timely rains have 
fallen and crops could not be in better condition. 
The same condition obtains throughout what is 
known as Old Oklahoma. Nearly all the corn is 
planted and most ofitis up. Oats are looking 
well, andthe wheat crop will be excellent in 
quality and quantity. Late peaches are all 
right, as are apples and peaches. Reports from 
the new counties in the strip indicate abundance 
of moisture, and crops in good condition. 


RAINS THROUGHQUT MISSOURI, 


Effects of Drought Removed and Crops 
Making Fiourishing Growth, 
Tue Tripune has received the following re- 


ports from Missouri: 

Hannibal—The long-continued drought that has 
prevailed in Northeast Missouri was broken this 
week by heavy rains, and vegetation is growi 
rapidly. Itis not believed the drought ‘io 
the growing crops to any extent. Wheat in this 
part of the State is looking remarkable well and 
with favorable weather from now until harvest 
there will a good crop; at least the farmers 
are anticipating 75 per cent ofa full crop. The 
recent cold weather, however, was injurious 
to oats, and not more than a half 
crop will be raised. A large acreage is being 
planted in corn, and about 50 per cent of the 
crop has been planted. The meadows are look- 
ing well. The peaches in this part of the State 
are all killed, but there will be a large crop of 
the late varieties of apples, cherries, plums, and 
small fruits. 

St. Joseph—Reports from thirteen counties in 
Northwest Missouri are to the effect that suf- 
ficient rain has fallenin the last two weeks to 
allay any apprehensions in regard toa drought. 
Wheat is six inches hi and in an exceedingly 
vigorous condition. All effects of the frosts have 
disappeared. The ground is in splendid condi- 
tion for seeding, and corn planting has already 
begun. 

Sedalia—The heavy rains of the last few days 


have been of great value to growing crops that ° 
‘were damaged by the freeze of amonth ago. A 


wood deal of the early sowing of oats has been 
resown. Later sowing looks well. Wheat is not 
damaged as much as was supposed and is com- 
ing’..on nicely and will make an average crop. 
There will be.a good many fall apples, cherries; 
plums, pears, and berries, but no peaches or 
early apples 


ABUNDANT MOISTURE IN NEBRASKA. 


Prospects for Good Crops in the State Con- 
sidered Excellent, | 

Nebraska hag been getting so much rain, as 
indicated in théfollowing telegrams, that it 
now needs warm weather: 

Omaha—aAll danger of damage to crops in Ne- 
braska from lack of moisture is forthe present at 
least at an end, The rainfall during the last 
week has been general and plentiful. Prospects 
for good crops are now considered excellent. At 
Omaha and in this vicinity there has not been a 
day for over a week that there has not been a con- 
siderable fall of rain, and the hopes now are for 
warm weather to start vegetation. 

Lincoln—Copious rains within the last week 
have saturated the ground and removed any 

reseat fears of drought. Winter grain in this 
locality has not suffered and the rains now make 
it promise a good crop. Ground is largely ready 
for planting and in excellent condition.

REPORT OF THE LABOR COMMISSION. 


Puke of Devonshire Urges, Amone Other 
Things, Extinction of “ Sweat” Shops. 
Loxpon, April 20.—The recommendations 
compiled by the Duke of Devonshire as the 
basis of the report of the labor commission, 


which is certain to be adopted by the House 


of Commons, are made public. The recom- 
mendations conclude with the statement that 
it would be unwise to: institute any general 
system of industrial tribunals. but that there 
might be some advantage in empowering 
town and county councils to establish them 
tentatively without directly appointing the 
members. Any court of this kind duly au- 
thorized would have statutory powers similar 
to county courts. These tribunals would 
only deal with disputes arising out of existing 
With regard 
to the more serious disputes affecting large 
bodies of men the Commissioners think it 
would do more harm than good to establish 
wards with lega' powers. The commission 
cannot recommend the direct establishment 
of boards of conciliation and arbitration by 
the State, but thinks a central department 
having means to procure and circulate 
information may do much by advice 
and assistance to promote their . more 
rapid and universal establishment. 
The Commissioners consider it would be of 
no advantage to institute a special labor de- 
partinent, but they advocate a government in- 
quiry with a view to remedying the existing 
confusion in the administration of the various 
acts dealing with sanitation, the hours of 
labor for women, etc. The Commissioners 
are decidedly of the opinion that no special 
legislation is necessary for miners, who, they 
say, appear to be able to take care of them- 
selves in such matters. They hold that non- 
unionist workmen should be protected as far 
as possible by the public authorities, and that 
individual liberty for the masters to employ 
and the men to serve whom they please should 
be maintained. The Commissioners strongiy 
urge the extinction of the ‘‘ sweating ’’. sys- 
tem, 
Mr. Bayard Toasted at a Banquet. 


The Duke of Cambridge, the Duke of .Saxe- 
Weimar, and Thomas F. Bayard. the Ameri- 
can Ambassador, were the chief guests at the 
banquet given tonight by the Spectacle-Mak- 
ers’ company in.Grocers’ Hall.

BETROTHAL OF THE CZAROWITZ. 


Grand Duke Nicholas of Russia to Marry 
” Princess Alix of Hesse. 

Cosurc, April 20.—The betrothal is an- 
nounced of the Czarowitz (Grand Duke Nich- 
olas) to the Princess Alix Victoria Helena 
Louise Beatrice of Hesse. A few days ago it 
was reported that the Czarowitz intended re- 
signitig his succession to the throne in favor 
of his younger brother, Grand Duke Michael, 
on account of the opposition of the Czar to 
his marriage with the Princess Alix. It was also 
stated that the Czarowitz would never marry. 

Er peror William of Germany was the first 
to communicate the news of the betrothal to 
Queen Victoria, who expressed herself as 
highly pleased. Emperor William then walked 
from the ducal schloss to the Edinburg pal- 
ace, accompanied by Col. L. V. Swaine, the 
British military attaché at Berlin, and com- 
municated the newsto the Dukeof Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha.

President George G. Williains of the Clear- 
ing-House Association presided and in a very 
few words pleasantly introduced the guest to 
the assemblage. He said that he felt honored 
in receiving Mr. Eckels on behalf of 
the bankers of New York. He referred to Mr. 
Eckels’ course during the panic of last 
summer in laudatory terms, and stated that 
while Mr, Eckels had performed the duties of 
his office in a most satisfactory manner dur- 
ing those trying times he hoped that he would 
never be call upop again to meet such 
difficult problems as arose through the busi- 
ness depression of last year. Matters were 
looking brighter every day and he hoped a 
prolonged season of prosperity was being en- 
tered into at the present time. 

Mr. Hepburn followed Mr. Williams in a 
short and eloquent address of welcome. 

Controller Eckels arose to a gratifying re- 
ception and spoke in a most agreeable man- 
ner. He expressed the keenest satisfation at 
being able to meet, under euch pleasant cir- 
cumstances, the representative bankers of 
this great financial center.

Certainly it will help us if it becomes a law, 
for it will eubject the Lloyds to the same 
supervision that we are under.”’

.TOILERS PROTEST VIGOROUSLY 
AGAINST THE TARIFF OUTRAGE 


They Are to Present e Petition te the Sen- 
ate Today Asking That the Measure Be 
Killed=Stirring Speeches Made and the 
Names of Lincoln and Blaine Vocifer- 
ously Cheered=Gallinger, McMillan, 
and Dolph Expose the Evil Purposes

Labor will enter a solemn -protest tomorrow 
in the Senate against the passage of the ruin- 
ous tariff bill. They will show that their 
homes and families are in danger, that busi- 
ness is paralyzed, and that patriotism de- 
mands that a halt be cailed. 


Protective Tariff League against the bill was 
begun today. A special train of eight cars 
carrying the first delegation of 260 men and 
women from Philadelphia pulled into the 
Baltimore and Qhio depot at noon and was 
received by Cofigressmian Harmer of the 
Fifth Pennsylva District;' The delegation, 
under the leadership of John 8S. Stewart, 
President of the Workingmen’s Protective 
Tariff League, marched down Pennsylvania 
avenue to Metzerott’s Hall, where headquar- 
ters have been established. 

In the hall a meeting was organized with- 
out delay, George Walsh of Germantown of- 
ficiating as Chairman. Representative Har- 
mer was loudly cheered as he stepped to the 
platform wearing a badge of the league, and 
proceeded to welcome league to Washing- 
ton, * I know your visit is not one of pleas- 
ure,” he said. ‘“ Stern duty brings you. You 
have falleninto the times when disastrous 
legislation threatens your work, when the 
prospect alone of the Wilson bill has thrown 
1,000,000 men out of employment.”’

He said that there had been some question 
of their right to exer rerogatives of

Epbraim Rigg 
of Germantown, who began the talking, de- 
clared that the gathering would be the great- 
est object lesson ever given Congress. * If 
they don’t hear us tomorrow they will hear 
from us next November right and left,’ he 
shouted, and his fellow-workmen voiced their 
approval with * That’s so.” Then he said 
that if Abraham Lincoln or James G. Blaine 
were in Washington they would be heard. 
Lincoln’s name was cheered, and then the ref- 
erence to Blaine evoked a mighty shout which 
nearly raised the roof. He spoke sarcastic- 
ally of Bourke Cockran and the Pennsylvania 
Cougressmen who had talked against 
the bill and voted for it. Referring to Coxey, 
he said that bodies of men would not be 
marched toward Washington unless they were 
out of work. The country was witnessing the 
fulfilment of the promisés which Roger Q. 
Mills had made in the Academy of Music in 
Philadelphia in 1888. Back in the ‘same 
campaign Breckinridge of Kentucky had 
come with his exuberance to inquire how long 
the infant industries would need the bottle of 
protection.

police force of Hagerstown drew up before 
the camp and announced that any man other 
than staff officers found outside the grounds 
would be arrested. 

As long as the weather remained fine this 
inflicted little discomfort on the men, but it 
did not stay fine long. At 6 o’clock a thun- 
der-storm broke oyer the town. The unlucky 
army has not a rag to sheiter it, for there is 
only one small tent and the officers are in 
that. The police stand their ground, and the 
mén either have to stay within the ropes and 
get drenched or gét arrested for seeking shel- 
ter. It is occurrences like this that make the 
men grumble and wish Smith was back. Much 
of the Upknown’s popularity depends on the 
fact tha&he could always be counted upon to 
stand by the men if they were in trouble. 
Browne is a failure in this line. When in Al- 
legheny the police made wholesale arrests 
Browne hunted his hole at the*first breath of 
trouble. Smith sought out the Mayor and 
the Chief of Police aud nearly lost his own 
liberty trying to right the matter. At Frosts- 
burg he did the same thing. 

Now, tonight, Browne is lying flat on his 
back in a dry tent, careless ot the murmurs of 
his dripping followers. Coxey is comfortable 
in a Pullman sleeper on his way to New York, 
where he goes to attend a horse sale. As 
when he went away at Somerfield, he has left 
a gathering storm behind him. The men have 
now had nearly a week of Browne’s undivided 
rule, and they no not appear to appreciate it 
as much as Browne said they would. 


Deserting in Squads. 


Since the men left the canalboats they have 

deserted in droves, and this in spite 6f the 
fact that the commissary has never been in 
better condition. For supper tonight the men 
had as good soup as could be made, plenty of 
oatmeal and fried fish, bread, meat, and coffee, 
The grievance, for once, is not on the subject 
of food, but the discontent is general, and the 
commonweal is dwindling away. Most of the 
deserters immediately go to condole with 
Smith. The Unktiown’s talk gets bigger and 
bigger as the mer come in, and it is rumored 
that he seriously thinks of starting a rival 
army. He knows that Coxey is away, and it 
is said he once more meditates a coup de 
main, 
Smith bas thoroughly drilled it into a num- 
ber of nen that as members of the common- 
weal they have not only a right to choose 
their leader but have also a right to Coxey’s 
wagons and horses. Coxey himself has 
preached this doctrine in the past, but he now 
strenuously resents its application to himself. 
Aecording to some of the conspirators Smith 
intends to muster his forces somewhere on 
the road to Boonsboro tomorrow to swoop 
down on the army and forcibly take the com- 
mand from Browne. Noone really believes 
Smith will do anything of the sort, but it is 
still a. possibility. The rumor reached Coxey 
and as what he regarded as a safeguard he 
gave Browne the following remarkable docu- 
ment: 

‘To whom it may concern: This is to 
certify that Carl Browne is in soie charge of 
the army of the commonweail during my ab- 
sence, e is to have entire control over the 
horses, wagons, and all my property, and he 
cab do with it just as he sees fit, exactly as if 
it was his.own. J. 5S. Coxry.”’ 

This paper is held to be nothing less than a 
complete power of attorney in favor of Carl 
Browne. Those who know Coxey’s affairs 
say his creditors may have something to say 
about it. Coxey says he does not care if 
they do, 

* I know that paper is a power of attorney,” 
he said, *‘ that is just what I intended it to be. 
I-am trusting Carl Browne with ail my 
property.”’ 

The value of the horses and other stuck in 
the commonweal amounts\to $50,000, one 
horse alone being valued at $30,000. 


Keeping Out of Smith's Way. 


Just before Coxey took the train a hurried 
council of war was held. At its close Coxey 
quietly announced that the army would stay 
inicamp at Haggerstown until Sunday morn- 
ing at least, and would probably remain until 
Monday night. Coxey’s only explanation for 
this Order was that he thought it best. \No 
one seetmns quite to know what the move means, 
but by many it is attributed to Coxey’s fear 
of what Smith may attempt todo. Coxey 
will return to the army some time Monday. 

As soon as Coxey lett Browne issued one of 

his grandiloquent general orders in which he 
says that ‘‘ at the urgent solicitation of many 
prominent Populists of Hagerstown it has 
been decided to remain in camp until Mon- 
day.’’ Whether the town authorities will al- 
low the army to remain that long remains to 
be\seen, If the army behaves as it generally 
does at a prolonged halt it will be run out of 
town tomorrow. At 9 o’clock J. D. Sim- 
mons. who has aided the army somewhat, ob- 
tained permission forthe soaked men to sleep 
in a| phosphate warehouse near the camp. 
This was after a clash between Jesse Coxey 
and ajman named Tibbetts. who says he is 
writinga history of the Coxey movement. 
During the rain Tibbetts got permission for 
the meni to take shelter in a railroad shed. 
The army fell into line and was marching to 
the place when it was halted by Jesse Coxey, 
who ordered it back to camp to await orders. 
To the credit of the men they obeyed. 
_ Jesse has not had a good day of it. He got 
into an altercation with a newspaper man and 
was knocked down, and then his father found 
fault with him for not letting the men go to 
shelter when they had the chance.

WESTERN AKMIES ARE MOVING, 


Denver Contingent “xpects Transportation 
at Once=Montana Men Start. 

Sr. Josgpn, Mo., April 20.—[Special, |— 
Wednesday the St. Joseph contingent of 
the industrial army will be joined by 
500 miners who are now encamped 
eighteen miles east of Denver and who 
have received assurance that they will be given 
transportation by the the Rock Island road 
to this city.. From here they go East to Chi- 
cago to join Kelly’s army. J.C. Williams of 
Kansas City, who went to Council Biuffs to 
del‘ ver to Kelly $250 donated by the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers of Kansas City, 
stopped off here to hold a meeting of the 
brotherhood men. About 100 recruits will 
join the army here. At the request of the 
Brotherhood: of Locomotive Engineers and 
Firemen Williams examined the roster of 
Kelly’s army at Council Bluffs and ascer- 
tained that there were a large number of en- 
gineers, firemen, brakemen, and conductors 
in the army. 

Hewena, Mont., April 20.—Coxey’s army, 
under command of Hogan, have started from 
Butte, 500 strong, to march to Wasiungton. 
Two miles out they attempted to 
capture a Northern Pacific freight 
train. Officers of the railroad company 
wired Gov. Rickards demanding protection 
and intimating that they would hold the State 
responsitie if the men compelled them to 
grant transportation. The Governor wired 
back that the Northern Pacific was under pro- 
tection of the United States courts and the 
company must look first to local officers for 
protection. The army is still camped in the 
railroad yards at Butte. 

Crxcrynatt, O., April 20.—The Galvin wing 
of Gen Frye's industrial army left Cochran, 
Ind., about 5 o'clock today and in less 
than three hours was dropped at 
the danger line, four miles from 
the city. When the 210 men debarked 
they were permitted to make headquarters in 
a barn. Pickets were thrown out to prevent 
straggling. No ‘provision was made for 
breakfast, and the men were hungry. Col. 
Calvin came to the city to confer with the 
Mayor. 

MartTinsy1ue, Iil., April 20.—[Special. ]— 
Gen. Frye’s brigade of Coxey’s army reached 
this city at 10:30 o’clock this morning. The 
Mayor met thei and they were marched 
through the city. The officials arranged 
and gave them their dianer, and they 
left at o'clock for Marshall, 
where they will camp tonight, and expect to 
reach Terre Haute by Sunday morning, where 
they will meet Gen. Naty who has been there 
for some days trying to arrange for trans- 
portation on to Washington.

The doubt came toa certainty at 3:30 a. m., 
when a messenger rapped at his door witha 
dispatch from.Mrs. C, A. Durham. It read: 

‘* Mr. Durham is at home in bed,”’ 

Forrest packed his sache! and took the first 
train for Chicago, He walked into the store 
where Durham is employed and accosted him 
for the first time. He was astonished at his 
resem biance to the dead man he had seen at 
Anoka. 

‘*Durham’s complexion is lighter,” said 
Forrest yesterday in telling the story, **but 
his face is so near like that of the man I saw 
that he would be taken for a near relative.”’

Levy Mayer, attorney for the defendants, 
and Col. John W. Ela and Andrew A. Bruce, 
attorneys for Mrs. Fiorence Kelley, Chief 
State Factory Inspector, stipulated in Judge 
Sears’ court yesterday afternoon that thirteen 
of the * factory cases”’ tried before Justice 
Kersten should at once go to the Supreme 
Court for a decision as to the constitutional- 
ity of the eight-hour clause of the new law. 
This clause provides that no female shall be 
employed in any shop, factory, or manufact- 
uring establishment for longer than eight 
hours to constitute a day’s work, The thir- 
teen cases selected cover every phase of the 
new law. Two of them are cases in which 
Joseph E. Tilt was fined for employing 
females in his boot ana shoe factory for a 
longer time than ‘eight hours for a day’s 
work. ‘Two others are cases in which William 
E. Ritchie was fined for employing women 
and girls longer than eight hours per day ina 
paper box factory. One is where Bunte Bros. 
& Spohr, candymakers. -vere fined for simi- 
lar offense, and eight are cases in which 
Strauss, Eisendrath & Drom employed girls 
and women ina clothing manufacturing es- 
tablishment for a !onger time than eight 
hours per day. The records will be sent to 
the Supreme Court today. In order to get an 
early decision the attorneys agreed that the 
matter be taken before the Southern Grand 
Division of the Supreme Court, which sits at 
Mount Vernon the first Tuesday in May.

In view of the evidence introduced by the 
State in the morning 1p rebuttall, 1mpeaching 
the character mga A aefendant’s principal 
witness, Maxwell, Mr. Forrest had telegraphed 
to Fort Sheriaan and the three witnesses, to 
which number the court had limited him, 
reac the court-room just as Mr. Blair 

losed his address. 

: Mr. Forrest placed upon the stand Capt. 5. 
R. Stafford, of the Fifteenth Infantry, who 
swore that he had known Lieut. Maxwell for 
about .two years, that he knew his general 
reputation for truth and veracity, and that it 
was @g On cross-examination by Mr. 
Hand the witness said: ‘‘ I have never heard 
his reputation for truth and veracity ques- 
tioned by anybody.”” Capt. G. J. McGonigle 
of the Fifteenth Infantry was the next witness 
called and he testified to the same effect. 
Second Lieut. H. L. Jackson of the Fifteenth 
Infantry, a young man who has within the 
last few years arisen from the rank of a pri- 
vate to position of a commissioned officer, 
testified that he had known Lieut. Maxwell 
for some years and that his reputation for 
truth and veracity was good. This closed 
finally all the testimony in the case. Private 
Hannon, brought from the Fort Leavenworth 
military prison, was not examined. 


District-Attorney Milchrist Attacked. 


Mr. Forrest first seriously attacked the 
manner in which District-Attorney Milchrist 
had conducted the prosecution of his client. 
He said that when the President of tne United 
States, by and with the consent of the Senate, 
appointed Mr. Milchrist District-Attorney for 
the Northern District of meres ol pi et es for 
the purpose of oppressing, as a one, a 
brave and honored officer such as Lieut. 
Maney had shown himself to be on many 
battlefields defending the flag of the Nation. 
The attorney grew eloquent and dramatic, and 
held thé attention of the jury ana the great 
throng of tors which crowded into 
wie available space in the court-room.

s I said to you in the beginning, our defense is 
self-defense, and so far as we are concerned we 
are engaged in an attempt to maintain that 
defense, and we hold that under the law and 
the evidence it is completely made out. It will 
be no favor to the defendant, no kindness to him 
to convict him manslaughter. 1 tell you, 
gentlemen, either their theory is true or our 
theary is true. There is no middie ground, and 
there is no logical escape from it. This man is 
either guilty of murder in the manner and form 
as charged in the indictment or he acted in self- 


defense, 
Law of Self-Defense. 


Mr. ‘Forrest spent considerable time in 

dwelling upon the law of self-defense. He 
stated that it was an instinctive law of nature, 
and not only was it a right but it was the 
duty of a man to defend himself and if neces- 
sary to take the life of anotherin order that 
his own might be preserved or that he might 
escape great bodily harm. Mr. Forrest also 
urged upon the jury the doctrine of reasona- 
ble doubt as applied to all criminal trials. He 
said that the burden of showing that the °de- 
fendant did not act in self-defense was upon 
the prosecution, and if they had riot fully 
_made it out they should give the defendant 
the benefit of all reasonable doubt on that 
proposition and acquit.

THEY THREATEN TO SUE THE CITY. 


Election Commissioners Eager to Get Cash 
to Pay a Lot of Bills. 

Election Commissioners threaten to bring 
suit against the city to compel the payment 
of election bills. Last year on account of the 
spéecial'election for Mayor the Commissioners 
exceeded their appropriation $69,000. The 
Council only appropriated this year $75,000 
and the Controller paid last year's bills out of 
this, leaving but $6,000 for thi year. The 
election in April cost about $60,000, and 
there is no money with which to pay the bills. 
Attorney Boyle of the board presented the 
facts to the Mayor, who sent him to the Cor- 
poration Counsel. Mr. Rubens gave an opin- 
ion to the Co..troller, who asked the Council 
to pass an ordinance authorizing him to make 
such payments. The matter was sent to the 
Finance committee, which never has acted. 
A majority of the members of the committee 
are Republicans. The Election Board is 
Democrati¢ and partisan. The Election Com- 
missioners act as the agents of the Demo- 
cratic party, and the Republican committee 
does not propose to encourage them. 
Election rd also. refused to submit its 
n itemized form. The Finance 
committee took offense at that. It is a 

uestion, too, whether the Election Board has 


right to incur unnecegsary bills in excess 
of the appropriation.

ANOTHER WILD POPULIST SC HEME 


Big Army Proposed to Build Public Works 
and Be Paid in Fiat Money. 

Wasuincton, D, U., April 20.—Representa- 
tive Davis (Pop.) of Kansas has introduced 
in the House a long bill reciting the woes of 
the unemployed and directing the Secretary 
of War immediately to enlist **500,000 men 
in an industrial volunteer army to serve for 
the period of one year after enlistment.”’ 
The army is to be clothed and fed and paid 
as regular soldiers, Instead of drilling they 
are to be employed on public works, such as 
canals, rivers, and harbors, public. highways, 
etc. To defray the expense of this army the 
Secretary of the Treasury is to issue $50,- 
000,000. of legal tender notes and certain 
other forms of currency. The bill specities 
the following issues of money to pay the 
army: Fifty millionsto replace the waste 
and destruction of notes under the act of 
1878; $150,000,000 to replace national 
bank currency retired; $100,000,000 and 
annvally hereafter to keep up the volume of 
money. 


AMBASSADOR’S DOG IS POISONED, 


Germany’s Representative Finds Grievous 
Cause for Diplomatic Complaint. 

Wasuinertor, D. C,, April 20.—[Special, ]— 
Diplomatic relations between Germany and 
the United States are seriously threatened by 
the alleged persecution to which the German 
Ambassador's dogs are subjected. He has 
some fine hounds which keep the neighbors in 
the vicinity of the Legation on Massachusetts 
avenue awake nights. The Ambassador has 
formally complained to the District Commis- 
sioners that the dead bodies of cats have been 
found frequently on the property belonging 
to the enipire, and it is surmised that these 
cats died from poison placed there for them.

Will Prevent the Railroading of Appro- 
priation Bills in the House, 3 

Wasnineton, D. C,, April 20.—There is a 
prospect that the path of the appropriation 
bills pending in the House may not be as 
easy as Congressional leaders have expected. 
Representative Cannon of Illinois has been 
asking questions on the various items of the 
diplomatic and consular bill, so that instead 
of being passed in an hour and half, as was 
anticipated, it has been a center of contention 
for three legislative days. The plan has been 
to get the bills out of the way at an early day 
so that the House might hold the Senate to 
account for delays on the tariff.

It is quite probable that some of the West- 
eri roads will be boycotted by their Eastern 
connections because the former refused to 
withdraw the ticket orders scattered so lib- 
erally through the territory of the Eastern 
lines. These orders, it is claimed, have a 
most demoralizing effect on the regular pas- 
senger rates, and thé Eastein. roads seem to 
be determined to force the Western roads to 
withdraw those orders. It is claimed by the 
Eastern roads that the issue of these orders 
by the Western lines is more detrimental to 
their business than would be the payment of 
commissions, and is a more direct interfer- 
ence with their business.

Another point which Mr. Kidd emphasizes 
is that progress is not along the lines indi- 
cated by purely logical and rational deduc- 
tions; reason alone offers no sanction for 
actual conditions. In his upward course 
while reason has been a leading factor, at no 
time are the conditions such as will satisfy 
its demands. Dissatisfaction is the secret of 
progress. Mr. Howells’ Altruria would, if 
rea‘ized, be the turning point towards 
ultimate barbarism.

principle ie to be found, in the author’s opin- 
ion, in the ethical or religious systems which 
must of necessity be ultra-rational.

Edison's Ancestry. 

One of the articles in the April number of 
the New England Historical and Genealogical 
Register is about the ancestry of Thomas A. 
Edison. Among the New York loyalists who set- 
tled in and near Digby,Nova Scotia, at the close 
of the Revolutionary War were quite a num- 
ber of Dutch and some of German extraction. 
Among these loyalists was John Edison. His 
naine appears first on the Digby records a few 
Ana later than those of Samuel and Moses 

ison appear. It is believed, though there 
is rio positive evidence, that they were the sons 
of John. Samuel was the grandfather of the 
inventor. He, likemany other Nova Scotians, 
was attracted by the fertile lands of Upper 
Canada, and moved there about 1811. 
His son, Samuel Jr., removed to 
Ohio and there Thomas A. was born, the first 
of the family to be born under the American 
flag. It was stated in a recent article in the 
Review of Reviews that John Edison was “a 
banker of high standing”’ and that the famiiy 
cawe to America about 1730. The writer in 
the Genealogica’ Register thinks the story 
that John was a banker a very doubtful one, 
and is inclined to belf®ve that *“ the ancestors 
of Edison froin the times of the first settle. 
inent of the Dutch colony have been like 
those of many another illustrious American, 
worthy tillers of the soil, toiling in contented 
obscurity until his genius shed a peculiar and 
undying glory on name.”’ 

Another article is an attempt to answer the 
guestion “* Martin’s or Martha’s— which is the 
proper nomenciature of the Vineyard?’ An 
examination of books and documents shows 
that from 1638 to 1700 the island was usual- 
ly spoken of as ** Martin’s,”’ possibly after a 
Capt. John Martin, who sailed with Gosnold. 
Since 1700, however, the name of ** Martha’s 
Vineyard,”’ which is given on one old map to 
a small isiand near the Vineyard, has been 
the only one in use. 

The ister contains also a memoir of the 
late David Clapp and the continuation of the 
Snow genealogy.

The Spanish Ieraelites thereafter ob- 
tained religious liberty, and were merely 
obliged, like the conquered Christiaus, to pay 
atoll tax. Asiong asthe enlightened Arabs 
held power in the Iberian Peninsula until 
the eleventh century the Jewish race pros- 
pered. After the fail of the Caliphate of Cor- 
dova, however, the half-civilized Berbers got 
possession of Granada and other cities, 
and tried to extirpate Judaisin. Their perse- 
cution drove the Jews to seek shelter under 
the comparative tolerance of the Christian 
kingdoms. The Castilian sovereigns, despite 
the opposition of the Roman Church, be. 
friended the Jews; and Toiedo, after it had 
become the capital of Castile, became the 
center of Jewish science and learning. The 
Jews promoted the extension of the power of 
Castile, but could not foresee the union of the 
crowns of Castile and Aragon, which brought 
the inquisition and its accompanying iniqui- 
ties into the Castilian realm.

In “* Random Roaming, and Other Papers ”’ 
(G. P. Putnam’s Sona), by that pleasing an- 
tiquarian, the Rev. Augustus Jessopp of 
Searring, England, the principal article is 
one entitled ** A Fourteenth Century Parson.”’ 
From the data contained in an old account 
book the modern clergyman has constructed a 
remarkably complete tife of his antique broth- 
er, thus working out a pian which Green sug- 

ested in his ** Short History of the English 

*eople.” Dr. Jessopp’s parson was much 
better off in this world’s goods than the par- 
son whom Chaucer celebrated. The Rev. 
John de Gurnay is the name of the clergyman 
who is restored to us in his habit as he lived. 
He was a younger son of Sir John de Gurnay 
of Gurnay’s Manor at Harpley, in the 
County of Norfolk. This is inferred from the 
fact that in 1306 he was rector of Harpley. 
In the course of time he inherited the estate 
of his family and was enabled to practice a 
generous hospitality. Dr. Jessopp writes: 

The state kept up by the rector of Harpley 
during his thirty-one weeks’ residence at the 
manor house fairly staggers us when we come to 
analyze it. He resided there during the winter 
months only. During this time two horses were 
kept in the home stable for domestic as distinct 
from farming purposes, and they had the liberal 
allowance of about half a peck of oatsa day. 
Ihe rector had besides. his *palfry,”’ and 
during the whole period of thirty-one weeks 
the account shows t there was an aver- 
age of seven other riding horses belonging 
to the guests and at least two more belonging to 
one Simon Tripping, who. I think, must have 
been the great man’s huntsman. But the 
consumption of food was enormous. Thirty-one 
swine—i. e., a hog a week—11 sheep, 4 piglings, 
113 head of poultry, and no less than 86 geese 
were consumed by the household, and no leas 
than 52 quarters of wheat. not to speak of the 
inferior sorts of breadstuffs, which. [ sus t, 
were largely distributed as maintenance allow- 
ance for the dependents on the estate. Maki 
all due allowances for the great feast to which 
we shali come by and by, Ican hardly estimate 
the number of persons eating the rector’s bread 
—and by that I mean the white bread he ate 
himself parting his winter residence at Harp- 
ley—at less than fifty or sixty persons. Te 
isa gene ' = ae wee of life which a rich 
man ied in those days, but it must be remem- 
bered that he staid at home and that he had a. 
luxaries+-absolutely none. Mencando without 
luxuries, and only rate tocrave for them when

Spain and Australasia. 

The “Story of the Nations ’” series inaugu- 
rated by G. P. Putnam’s Sons some years ago 
in codperation with T, Fisher Unwin of Lon-

* The Christian Recovery of Spain,” by Henry 
Edwin Watts. To deal with the early life of 
Spain is a perplexing task for the impartial! 
historian. Many of the existing chronicles 
are the work of native writers who were more 
concerned in making out a story that should 
redound to the glory of Spain than in telling 
the cold, unadorned truth. The story told in 
the volume under consideration begins 
with the disastrous defeat of Réderick. 
last of the Gothic Kings, on the. banks 
of the Guadalete in July, 71 1, and. ends with 
the fall of Granada in 1492, when Spain, 
once more a Christian nation, came tots full 
stature under the reign of Ferdinand and Isa- 
bella. The history of this period of, nearly

It includes the history of 
New South Wales, Tasmania, Western Aus- 
tralia, South Australia, Victoria, Queensland, 
and New Zealand. In times like these, when 
Western civilization is learning lessons in 
purity of elections and the science of govern- 
ment from Australia, the so-called of 
convicts, the stery of that wonderful country 
possesses a peculiar interest. Its discovery is 
involved in obscurity, there being several 
claimauts for the honor. The interest 
of Englishmen in the Australian con- 
tinent, however, began in 1769, 
when the famous Capt. Cook visited 
it in the Endeavor, a little barque fitted 
out at the suggestion of the Royal Society to 
go out on @ voyage to the South Seas to ob- 
serve the transit of Venus acruas the sun’s 
disk. The observation was made at Tahiti, 
and though the main object of the expedition 
was accomplished it was determined to visit 
the great Southern Continent before return- 
ing to England. Capt. Cook landed first jn 
the Bay of Tauranga, New Zealand. The 
hostility of the natives disgusted him, and 
sailed for Australia. He traced the coast line 
from Cape Howe to Botany Bay, where he 
cast anchor. The natives here were as hostile 
as the Maoris, but he hoisted the British flag 


and took possession of the country in the - 


name of the King. 

In the 125 years that have elapsed since 
then Australia has become one of the brightest 
jewels in the British crown. There are por- 
tions in the interior of the vast continent on 
which the foot of civilized man never yet has 
trod, but the imperial cities on the sea coast 
speak eloquently of the wealth and resources 
of tne country, and the time is coming when 
Australia, like the American colonies in 1776, 
will leave the nest of the mother bird and 
build a nest of its own in the tree of liberty. 
Perhaps the only objection to the book under 
consideration is that it is not quite up to date. 
Recent stirring events of industrial and finan- 
cial interest are not treated of, but up to the 
year 1891 the record may be considered ac- 
curate and complete.

Letters of Thomas Lovell Beddoes. 

Mr. Edmund Gosse, who about four years 
ago edited the poetical works of Thomas 
Lovell Beddoes, now edits the letters of that 
writer, It is explained in a prefatory note 
that the publication of the correspondence 
has been delayed for personal reasons. These 
letters, which are principally addressed to 
Thomas Forbes Kelsall, Revell Phillips, and 
Barry Cornwall, are disappointing; they 
leave a bitter taste in the mouth. 


| The connie pees of Beddoes was paralyzed 


by his own Medusa-faced critical faculty; he, 
like Hamlet. thought too intently on the event 
until the current of his life turned away and 
lost the name of action. He spent more than 
twenty years on his tragedy of ** Death’s Jest 
Book,’ and at the end of that time. was no 
better satisfied with it than at the 
beginning of the elaboration. He died 
Jan. 26, 1849. ** Death’s Jest Book ”’ 
was published in 1850 and his ‘‘ Poems” in 
1851. In the fiftieth and last letter in the 
present volume Beddoes wrote to Reveil 
Phillips (the penciled note was found in the 
poet’s bosom as he lay insensible after taking 


vison in his bed in the town hospital of 


asel): ** lam food for what lam good for 
—worms. . .. 1 ought to have been, 
among other things, a good poet. Life was 
too great a bore on one peg, and that a bad 
one.’ The poet had lost a ieg some time be- 
fore by a fali from a horse, and he now sought 
relief from the annoyances of life in poison. 

There is little or nothing worth quoting in 
the letters, which would attract no readers 
but for Edmund Gosse’s name cn the title 
page. The following tribute to Shakspeare 
is an oasis in a desért of words: 

He was an incarnation of nature, and you 
might just as well try to remodel the seasons 
and the laws of life and death as to alter “ one 
jot or tittle ” of his eternal thoughts. ‘ A star,”’ 
you call him. If he was a star all the other stage 
seribblers can hardiy be considered a constetla- 
tion of brass buttens. I say he was a universe, 
and all material existence with its excellences 
and defects was reflected in shadowy thought 
upon the crystal waters.of his imagination, ever 
glorified as they were by the sleepless sun of his 
golden intellect.

A Primer of Philosophy. 

A ** Primer of Philosophy ’’ is one of the 
latest of the numerous works from the pen of 
Dr. Paul Carus of the Open Court Publishing 
company of this city, The author defines the 
principles of philosophy—positivism, moa- 
ism. and meliorism—shows that experience is 
the soie basis of philosophical ‘reasoning, dis- 
cusses the methods derived from it, and tells 
that the problems of experience are solvable 
by the methods of philosophy. Under the 
latter head he treats of causation, psychology, 
and religion, devoting the last eight pages to 
‘“‘the religion of scienee.’’ In regard to 
this he says the search for truth is our holiest 
duty. All religions whichdo not aspire to 
be based on truth are superstitions, There 
is but one true religion, which is the 
religion of truth. And truth is no 
Janus-head with two faces. It is an error 
that something may be true in science which 
is untrue in religion, that twice two is four 
only in the multiplication tables but not in 
the catechism, or that there are other meth- 
ods of finding out truth for the religious 
prophet than for the savant. ** We can no- 
where, either in practical life or in our relig- 
ious sentiments and convictions, dispense 
with a rational inquiry into truth; that is to 
say, religion is inseparable from science.”’

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THE CITY IN DEADLY PERIL. 

A section of the South Branch of the Chica- 
go River extending nearly two miles, from 
Stewart to Ashland avenue, is loaded with 
inflammable material from the gas works sit- 
uated along the bank of the channel. A 
bucketful of *‘ water’’ taken from the river 
in that neighborhood will take fire from con- 
tact with flame. A fire once started in that 
alleged **‘ water”’ could not be extinguished 
by the department. It would have to be al- 
lowed to burn itself out. The danger to ad- 
jacent property is so great that the Chicago 
Fire Underwriters’ Association has resolved 
to. raise by *¢ per cent the rates of insur- 
ance against fire loss in that district. As the 


; value of the property involved is placed at 


about 12 million dollars, the increased rate 
iheans an immediate cash tax of $60,000 on 
the property-owners. 

This impost must be paid in order that the 
gas companies shall continue to avoid the ex- 
pense of properly taking care of their refuse. 
Years ago they used to run the stuff into reser- 
voirs. Now the character of the material is 
more dangerous owing to an extensive em- 
ployment of crude petroleum in the process 


far greater because of the larger consump- 
tion, and the introduction of trust methods 
into the conduct of the business has brought 
with it an utter disregard of the health of the 
people and the safety of their lives and prop- 
erty, The saving of a few thousand dollars 
per year seems to be with these cor- 
porations sufficient excuse ffor flood- 
ing the river with vast quantities of 
inflammable material, which at the mere flash 
of a torch may become a river of fire, carry- 
ing destruction to every combustible thing on 
the docks, passing along the sewers to long 
distances from the main watercourse, and 
thus imperiling a large percentage of all the 
property in the city. Besides that, the distri- 
bution of the noxious stuff in the lake jeopar- 
dizes the health of the people who drink the 
water just as it kills off the fish that come into 
contact with it. The lumber and coal yards 
and the food contents of the grain clevators 
that line the banks are in danger of being 
burned up almost at any moment, and to thi 
immense menace to property is superadded 
the risk of poisoning to thousands of residents 
that the gas monopolists may avoid a slight 
lessening of the enormous dividends that are 
made possible by charging the people 50 per 
cent more than the gas is worth. 

The officers of the gas combine ought to 
have their attention called to this terrible 
condition of things and ina way that will 
leave them no further excuse for ignoring it. 
They are responsible for the creation and 
maintenance of the worst kind of public nui- 


-sance, one that is intensely offensive in itself 


and fraught with the greatest danger to the 
livesand property of the people. They are 
well aware of this and should be made ac- 
quainted with the fact that the citizens are 
aware of it, too, and are determined that the

Every judge of election who shall willfully 
make any false canvass of such votes, or shall 
make, sign, publish, or deliver any false return 
of such election, or any false certificate or state- 
ment of the result of such election, knowing the 
same to be false, shail on conviction thereof be 
adjudged guilty of a felony and shall be pun- 
ished by imprisonment in the penitentiary for not 
less than five/nor more than ten years. 

If out of sixty-two Republican votes only three 
were returned the judges evidently willfully 
maie a false canvass. The only way to find out 
whether such was the case is by examining 
the ballots. (They will tell the story. There- 
fore the grand jury will send for the ballots and 
the Election|Commissioners must surrender 
them. They cannot suppress evidence against 
the judges. 

The power of the grand jury to call for the 
ballots cannot be denied. The grand jury is 
not seeking to violate the secrecy of the ballot, 
for it cannot find out, even if it wanted to, 
how a particniar person voted. It is not con- 
ducting an election contest or trying to de- 
termine the right of any particular person to 
an office. | It\is simply endeavoring to find out 
whether some judges have been guilty ofa 
felony,. and| on ‘that point the ballots will 
doubtless furnish conclusive evidence one way 
or the other.| Is the Election Board or is the 
State’s-Attorney’s office going to do anything 
which will interfere with the intention of the 


grand jury to investigate alleged felonies? |

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DEMOCRATIC NATURALIZATION | BUREAU. 

Ihe Democrats say that they are going to 
naturalize 30,000 men between now and No- 
vember so that their names can be placed on 
the poll lists for this falil’s election. They do 
not intend to wait until the election is near 
at hand and then rush their men into court, 
but they are going to begin making a thor- 
ough canvass of those parts of the city where 
the foreign-born population is the largest. As 
fast as the cativassers find men who say they 
will vote the Democratic ti2ket and are en- 
titled to their final papers they will be taken 
into court and naturalized. . 

The unugual efforts which the Democratic 
Naturalization Bureau is intending to make 
show how the Democrats appreciate the im- 
portance of the coming election and how they 
will do allin their power to carry it. Con- 
gressmen, members of the Legislature, and a 
County Judge, who appoints the Election 
Commissioners who select the election judges, 
are to be chosen. In view of the result of the 
election this month the Democrats feel they 
will need every vote they .can get.: So they 
will naturalize all the men they can without 
asking whether they are really entitled to 
their final papers. They will not object if 
men who have not been in the country five 
years are given their pupers providing they 
will vote the Democratic ticket. 

Since the Democrats are going to be so act- 
ive the Republicans ought to follow their ex- 
ample. There is no reasor®? why they too 
should not begin now and secure the natural- 
ization of foreigners who are entitled to their 
final papers and who will vote the Republican 
ticket. They will not be able to secure as 
many recruits as the Democrats, but they can 
secure some. If the Republicans have ward 
and precinct organizations which are good for 
anything they will not allow the Democrats to 
have this naturalization field entirely to them-

The failure of the General Government at the 
| outset to furnish the country with a sufficient 
supply of money led to the issue of State 
bank notes, and the government did not in- 
terfere. fhe result was a loss of hundreds of 
millions to the community through State 
bank shinplasters. 

It would be an excellent idea to pass Sena- 
tor Paimer’s bill and thus assert directly and 
unmistakably the supreme control of the 
General Government over the currency. At 
present the issue of State bank notes is pro- 
hibited in an indirect way by the imposition 
ofatax which produces no revenue. That 
was the only course which’ could have been 
pursued at the time the tax was imposed. A 
proposition at that time to prohibit the issue 
of State bank notes would have met with an 
opposition which the taxing scheme did not. 

But there is no probability of the passage 
of the Senator’s bill, though it is expressive 
of the sentiments of the old school hard 
money Democracy, and is thoroughly consti- 
tutional. It will not meet with the approval 
of the néw school‘ cheap money Populist 
Democrats who have drifted so far away from 
the doctrines of their party. The ruling ele- 
ment among the Democrats will insist on an 
unconditional repeal of the 10 per cent tax, 
so that Mississippi, Arkansas, Florida, and 
other Southern States may give charters to 
schemers who will at once begin issuing notes 
for what they can get for them. That will be 
their profit, for they never will redeem them. 
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COXEY’s COMMON WEAL. 

The march of Coxey’s army has its serious 
features and there are plenty of them, but it 
also has its humorous side. The humor grows 
out of the fact that, while Gen. Coxey has 
taken into consideration, so far as he could, 
the material and physical needs of his motley 
gathering of devotees to the commissary wag- 
ons, he has not taken into account the mani- 
festations likely to occur from such a pro- 
fusely assorted aggregation of human nature. 
Probably no army ever before assembled has 
presented such a display of human nature as 
Coxey’s. Ithas but one common sentiment, 
and that is to shirk all the work and keep as 
closely as possible to the wagons which carry 
the food. The roll-call is always short, but 
the commissary call is always long. The out- 
come of all this is a serious shaking up of 
Coxey’s confidence in his common weal of 
Christ. 

The first damaging blow that Coxey’s confi- 
dence received was when He opened his trunk 
and found that the last one of his clean shirts 
was stolen. Then his righteous soul was 
vexed, and with good cause, for he had just 
tumbled into the canal and been fished out 
dripping wet. He summoned every man of 
the commonweal he could find, but it was im- 
possible to discover the thief. He had sus 
picions evea of his trusted lieutenant, Carl 
Browne, but as that individual had not had a 
clean shirt on since he left Massillon, and, if 
the truth were known, for many months 
previous to that, he could not accuse him of 
the theft. In all probability, therefcre, the 
commonwealer who has Coxey’s clean shirt is 
makimg a march by himself to Washington 
via some other route, Coxey’s ignorance of 
human nature again was shown in his choice 
of licutenants, One after the other he has 
heen obliged to fire them out until Carl 
Browne, the most notorious faker and loafer of 
them all, is the only one left, and he is likely 
to kick over the traces before Coxey heads 
his legion, mounted on his prancing steed 
Onvalear, and rides up Pennsylvania avenue 
to the Capitol to demand work of Congress— 
the one thing above ali thé legion does not 
want. The other lieutenants, however, the 
Unknown, ** Cheeky *’ Childs, and the Veiled 
Lady, are now suffering from their dismissal. 
Untroubied by impedimenta or baggage of 
any sort they travel light and manage to 
keep a station ahead of Coxey. Having some 
shell workers with them they collect from the 
rustics, and when they reach the towns work 
up syinpathy and take up popular contribu- 
tions ostensibly for Coxey. The money, of 
course, goes into their own pockets, and when 
Coxey and his crowd arrive at these towns 
they tind that nothing has been left for them. 

It is little wonder that Coxey’s faith in 
human nature has been undermined. It is 
always thus whatever direction the crank may 
take in his effort to reform humanity. He 
makes no account of human nature and never 
realizes that it “‘cannot be expelled with a 
fork.’’ It will not be surprising if Coxey has 
much more trouble with the lazy, dissolute, 
vicioua, dirty, and cranky human nature he is 
striving to direct. It will be even more sur- 
prising if the authorities at Wushington are 
not sorely puzzled when they come to handle 
the extraordinary samples of human nature 
which Coxey has managed to get together. 
The aggregation will present an admirable 
opportunity for psychological and politico- 
economical study as weli as for social investi- 
gation. To this extent, at least, Coxey will 
have been of some service. 


BLAXD REPUDIATES CLEVELAND, 

South Carolina Democrats say they are in 
favor of cutting loose from the Democrats of 
New Engiand and the Middle States and 
coalescing with the Populists. Texas Demo- 
crats think Cleveland and those who agree 
with him on financial questions should be ex- 
communicated and the Populists invited to 
drop their extreme notions and join the party. 
Congressman Bland of Missouri seems to 
occupy much the same ground., The State 
convention is to be held on the 15th of next 
month, Being asked by the St. Louis Repub- 
lic what kind of’ resolutions he thinks the con- 
vention should adopt he says: 

There is no possibility of passing a tariff bill 
such as the South and West demand, because of 
the opposition of the Democracy of the North- 
east, and especially of New York. Hence, I am 
in favor of declaring against any future combina- 
tions, on platform or men, designed to carry New 
York and other Eastern States. But, on the con- 
trary, to show a bold and determined purpose of 
unity with the West and South in controlling the 
national Democracy as to beth platform and 
candidates, and in this way to accomplish the 
reforms we set ont to accomplish in 1892. 

As now constituted, the Northeastern Democ- 
racy are pulling with John Shermaa onthe cur- 
rency question, and most of them are with John 
Sherman on the tariff. Especially is this so with 
New York. 

On the silver question, I am in favor of-the res- 
toration of the standard silver dollar to the un- 
limited coinage at our mints, as was provided by 
our laws before it was demonetized in 1873. If, 
after that, a change of ratio is required, a change 
of the amount of gold in the dollar shall be con- 
sidered as well as the change of the silver dollar. 

The enunciation of these principles precludes 
the indorsemcnt of the Cieveland administration. 


How the Democratic party can get along 
without New York and the other Eastern 
States Mr. Bland does not explain. But he

soundness of Eastern. Democracy if it would 
announce that it did not want anything todo 
with the cheap-dollar, debt-repudiating De- 
mocracy of other parts of the country.

SMALL SILVER CERTIFICATES. . 

The silver paper circulation of the country 
has been expanded fivefold in the last eight 
years. The amount in circulation in 1884 
was about 95 millions, it grew to 101 
millions in 1885, and receded to 88 millions 
in 1886. With the issue of the smaller notes 
it rose to more than 140 millions in 1887, to 
200 millions in 1888, and 800 millions in 
1890. Since then the silver certificate 
circulation has increased to more than 330 
millions, besides which fully 150 millions of 
the Sherman silver notes of 1880 have been 
put into the hands of the people, mostly in 
the small denominations. .With this fact 
staring them in the face a few men, such as 


| Biand, Peffer, Stewart, and Warner, have had 


the bardihood to cry out that silver as money 
and as a basis for paper currency is unjustly 
discriminated against by the United States. 

This great expansion was in large part due 
to the adoption of the policy of putting out 
small silver notes wherever possible. The 
small bills went into the hands of the people, 
and mostly staying there, instead of going 
back to the banks as large bills do almost 
immediately after being paid out. Hence 
they were not sent in to the Treasury in over- 
whelming quantities, and the cutting down of 
the gold reserve was delayed. Doubtless 
Secretary Carlisle is aware of this 
fact, and it explains his desire to 
substitute the smaller denomina tions 
of silver certificates for the larger 
ones now outstanding. There is not so much 
discrimination against the silver currency as 
existed previous to the repeal of the purchas- 
ing clause in the Sherman act of 1890, but 
the proportion of silver currency in the rev- 
enue receipts still is inconveniently large and 
any unobjectionable means of reducing it 
would be welcome. The proposed change 
would put the eilver currency into such forms 
as would be least likely to press out the gold 
rom the Treasury. 

The only objection that can be made to it 
will come from the ultra silver men, They 
may hold that it will tend to decrease the 
actual circulation of silver dollars, and thus 
defeat the end they are aiming at. But such 
an objection would be exceedingly unwise, 
not to say inconsistent, and the latter point 
has little weight withthem, It cannot be 
denied that it was the putting of the silver 
notes into sinall denominations that. per- 
mitted the absorption of so much silver 
money, as the limit of that absorption seemed 
to have been nearly reached when the total 
amount was only one-fifth as large as at pres- 
ent. The people would not have cared to 
handle more than about one silver dollar 
per capita, and would not have used the notes 
of large denominations when other kinds of 
currency were attainable. Hence a crisis 
must have occurred much earlier than last 
summer. Without the small silver certifi- 
cates the country long previously would have 
been confronted with the problem which was 
solved six months ago in response to a re- 
quest by President Cleveland. We could not 
have continued the monthly purchase of sil- 
ver far into last year without sufferinga 
much greater calamity than any that was ex- 
perienced. 


MINERAL AND METAL PRODUCTION, 

The Engineering and Mining Journal says 
that in 1893 the mineral industries of the 
United States maintained in most cases the 
maximum output of previous years, notwith- 
standing the depressed condition of trade in 
the last half of the term. The one important 
exception was in iron and steel, but as an off- 
set to this the output of coal was greater than 
ever before in the history of the country. 
Even the silver industry, which it is claimed 
was utterly destroyed by the low price of the 
makes a remarkable showing. The 
output from native ores was but 4,500,000 
ounces less than the 65 million ounces of 
1892, which was the largest in our history. 
At 78.2 cents per ounce the production of last 
year had a value of $47,311,000, but at 
that price the industry did not prosper 
While moderate quantities of silver will con 
tinue to be produced from bonanza mines 
and as a by-product in copper, lead, and gold 
production, even if lower prices than those of 
the present should prevail, it is certain the 
output must steadily decline while these 
prices obtain, and it is probable that the cur- 
rent year will see a still heavier falling off 
than that of 1893. 

The output of gold was nearly three million 
dollars’ worth more than in 1892, but did not 
increase so much as anticipated. The in- 
creased attention to it became serious only in 
the latter half of the year, so that the output 
could not at once show the effect of this di- 
version of labor. It is certain that 
the year 1894 will show a  wmuch 
arger output, of fully 40 million dol 
lars’ worth. Probably during this and 
next year the United States will retain the 
first position as a gold producer, and after 
that South Africa may be expected to take 
the first place. Yet it is possible that the 
present active search for gold in this country 
may result in the discovery and development 
of,;such extensive deposits as will enable us 
for some time itonger to retain the pre- 
eminence in this respect. In any event the 
world’s output of gold is increasing rapidly, 
and that of silver is decreasing. The condi- 
tions of production tend to reduce 
the product ratio of silver to gold. 
The Journal says were it not for adverse 


legislation by European countries, against 
which it were folly for one country to stand 


alone, as we attempted to do, the main- 
tenance of the concurrent circulation of gold 
and silverat16tol would wave presented 
no serious difficulties for some years yet, 
though ‘ the greater profitin producing sil- 
ver when its (theoretical) value was one-six- 
teenth that of gold would inevitably in time 
have rendered the maintenance of that ratio 
impossible.”” It adds that the danger and de- 
pression which the silver question threatened 
and actually caused to our American indus- 
“ries has passed.

If we make three Us of strip-iron and, rivet 
them at equal distances round on a circle we 
have something on which a cup or small bowl 
may be placed or into which a cylindrical glass, 
such as a bottie or tumbler, may be put. The 
form ¢ shape of the supports may be very much 
varied, 

The simplest usefal object which can be made 
is a hanging hook. This must. be made of rather 
thick sheet iron. Curve one end and drill a large 
hole in the other, to receive the nail in which it is 
to hang. But as it will sw to one side or the 
other it is better to drill two holes and use two 
nails’ It may be improved in appearance by 
making a cross, or atriangle of three straight 
strips on which it may be riveted. It may be 
here remarked that brass, copper. or silver-head- 
ed tacks may often be used for rivets to improve 
the general appearance of many objects, 

"If ‘we have @ cup or a goblet, or small bottle of 
any shape whatever, we have only to draw its 
outline on paper, and with a little ingenuity 
adapt strips to it to make a holder. any ob- 
jects of glass or porceluin which have had their 
supports broken away can thus be utilized. 

The second stage of bent iron-work is to apply 
or fasten the strips in ornamental form to frames. 
These age iron rods of different thickness, vary- 
ing it may be from the tenth or eighth of an inch 
in diameter to half aninch. To make a frame, 
first bay a sufficiently long piece of nail rod, or 
square iron rod, rather less in diameter than a 
common lead pencil or penholder. The smaller 
it is the easier will it be to manipulate, and the 

upilcan rapidly advance to larger sizes and 

eavier work. This rod or mere thick wire may 
for a great deal of work also be round. Bend 
this, by heating the places where it is to be 
turned, into a square. Very flexible iron can be 
bent without heating, by means of carefully 
curving and hammeri When this is done, 
drill two holes through the ends which meet, and 
rivet them. . Thes you will have a square frame. 

Having made the frame and secured the giass 
the next step is to make decorations of strips, 
as taught in Lesson Land to apply or fasten 
them on. 

It is not more difficult after practice in making 
Ss and Us to form letters which may be placed 
as initials in a center or made into inscriptions 
to fill borders. These are most striking when 
made of strips of brass. copper, or red metal, to 
contrast with the iron. 

When the work is done it may be blacked with 
“ Day and Martin,” or painted black, or worked 
with bronze powder andgicid, or japanned in the 
usual way, or most effegively finished by heat- 
ing it and dipping if into oil. Drop-black, 
ground in turpentine, with an addition of one- 
eighth bulk of japanner’s gold size to bind it, is 
also recommended, 


Italian bent iron-work is limited as regards or- 
nament chiefly to circles, S curves, and spirals. 
nor does it often go beyond a repetition of the 
simplest geometrical forms, or leaves, in which 
it is closely followed by all English writers and 
teachers of the art. This is quite needless, for, 
with a little care, any simple figure, such as a 
bird, an animal, or ornamental spray or crocket, 
may be made even without a fret-sawed mold, by 
bending with the round pliers and pinching. 
However elegant and elaborate the best Italian 
work may be, it seon produces a sense of weari- 
some monotony when seen in quantities. 

The old German art of the same kind abounded 
in res and grotesque forms of all kinds, 
which were more difficnit both to design and ex- 
ecute, yet which had a far greater variety and in- 
terest than the former. And there are many fig- 
ures which, as the reader may see by the 
designs, are almost as easy as common 
curves, and which even a child could form.

Stevenson lived out in a Western mining 
camp, That was before the brilliant English 
essayist and noverist saw her and fell* desper- 
ately in love with her, but even then she must 
haye possessed some attractions for. the 
stronger sex, since she was the recipient of 
frequent presents. These gifts, which were 
of a simple but touching character, such as 
red japples and : “ sage hens,” were always 
made anonymously, and, try as she would, 
Mrs. Stevenson never succeeded in 
surprising one of the donors in the act, says 
the New York Sun. Although the white*men 
in Camp wera thus gallant, she received rather 
a bad impression of the courtesy of the noble 
red man, as may be guessed from the follow- 
ing incident which Mrs. Stevenson relates 
with considerable enjoyment:

80M ALL THE SUMMER. 


Que Who Has Devoted Much Time and 
Thought to Raising Them Writes Out 
His Knowledge for the Benefit of Other 
FloriculturistseThey Will Grow in 
Almost Any Soil if It Be Properly Pre- 

- pared=Methods of Planting and Fer- 
tilizing=-Best Varieties for Amateurs. 


People who have had sweet peas growing up 
in their gardens year after year know that the 
season for watching their progress.is at hand 
and are making their plans accordingly. 
Other people who don’t know by actual ex- 
perience how much enjoyment a row of these 
fragrant blossoms afford should be glad to wel- 
come some practical suggestions regarding 
varieties, soil, methods of croas-fertilization, 
etc. Under the comprehensive title ** All About 
Sweet Peas” (W. Atlee Burpee &Co,, Phila- 
delphia) the Rev. W. T. Hutchins furnishes 
just such lore for all who care enough for the 
beauty of their garden plots to read. He in- 
troduces the subject with a brief history of the 
flower: 

‘The poet Wordsworth speaks of “ the flowers of 
Sicily.” The sweet pea is a native of that island, 
and was brought into notice nearly two centuries 
ago. Asa favorite garden annual it has long 
been familiar to us, although its cultivation bas 
really but a begun. Since coming from its 
native Sicily home where nature gave to it the 
pink and white beauty which has always been so 
popular, it has by the florist’s art been developed 
into other colors, such as scarlet, purple, biue, 
brown, etc. But now, in the hands of a specialist 
like Mr. Eckford of Shropshire, England. who 
has for seventeen years devoted himself to its im- 
provement, it is like & new discovery, and is al- 
ready in the front rank as a fashionable flower, 
with ulimited promise as to color, form, and 
size. It is the coming flower. 

_Paxton’s English Botanical Dictionary gives a 
list of about sixty species of the genus Lathyrus, 
of which Lathyrus Odoratus, our beautiful sweet 
pea, is one. Some of the otHer species are coming 
into favor, like tne Perennia!

Regarding the actual culture of the vines. 
after pointing out the fact that extra nursing, 
care, and judgment are needed to get the 
young plant along where it will shift for it- 
self, Mr. Hutchins speaks of the small grow- 
ing space they require. . He says: 

You can afford to take more pains with them 
because they ask for only the narrowest strip of 
your precious garden. Take the two sides of 
your sweet pea hedge in full bloom, and you have 
a garden in the air ten or twelve feet wide, and 
all it asks is just enough soil to hold the roots. 
You could hardly devote a space ten feet wide to 
verbenas or yore and yet that would be the 
equivalent of your row of'sweet peas. Bat to off- 
set this economy of ground you ‘must take all the 
more pains in preparing it. 

They have a growing season of six months. 
Before the spring frosts have gone the sweet pea 
germinates and sends up its great shoot, and on 
through the summer dronght and dog days, on 
through September rains, till the mellow days of 
October alternate with cool and even frosty nights, ° 
the green vines and beautiful blossoms of this 
flower adorn an unrivaied length of season. This 
length of season and thriftiness of growth at once 
suggest to the florist that the soil must be rich 
and deep to sustain the long growth of the plant. 

Il never examine the root ofa thrifty sweet pon 
vine without surprise. It is remarkably small to 
feed such a growth of vine. Examine it at dif- 
ferent stages. The first week or two afterit ger- 
minates it has a root out of all proportion to its 
tiny top. By the time the plant has a top an 
inch high it has sent a long slender tap-root down 
three or fourinches. The first root is an index of 
the nature of the vine and seems to say, “I must 
begin at once to get ready for the summer 
drought.” But pull up a full-grown vine, and 
you find that after all, for such a rank growth, | 
the root has remained comparatively malt. Now 
that tap-root, which gets to be six or seven inches 
long. indicates the rule which we follow of deep 
planting: and that tap-root will probably go as 
deép as the soi! allows.
